MORE THAN 200 FLEE FROM

PITTSBURG, June 28.—More 

than 200 persons were hurriedly 
moved off Neville Island, in the 
Ohio River; near here today when 
a tank filled with chlorine gas dis- 
charged its contents into the heavy 
air overhanging that section. 
The tank was being taken into 
an industrial plant when it sprang 
a leak and the deadly gas spread. 
along the river. A light breeze

JAPANESE CONTRACT 
HELD VALID BY COURT 


AGREEMENT TO WORK WHITE 
MAN’S LAND DECIDED 
TO BE LEGAL 


[BY A. P, NIGHT WIRE!) 

SAN FRANCISCO, June 28.— 
A contract between a white man 
and a Japanese, whereby the lat- 
ter is to settle upon agricultural 
land for the purpose of preparing 
it for planting, receiving wages 
for his work and sharing in future 
profits on an eqrfal basis, is not a- 
violation of the alien land law 
passed by the Legislature, Novem- 
ber 2, 1920, the Supreme Court 
decided today. 

The case was that of K. Okhara, 
arrested in Placer county on a 
complaint charging 
with Tom Vicencio to violate Sec- 
tion 10 of the alien land law. It 
was asserted that the two men 
agreed that Okhara should work 
land for two 
yéare, making it ready for plant- 
ing. He was to be paid $50 per 
acre for his work and one-half the 
prof s when the land became pro- 
ductive. 

The defendant petitioned for a 
writ of habeas corpus, which was 
granted today and the prisoner 
discharged. The court was asked 
to consider two questions: Wheth- 
er the alien land law had been vio- 
lated by the agreement. and 
whether or not the law itself was 
in violation of the Constitution. 
In its decision the court held that 
the validity of the law has already 
been upheld and that the tran- 
saction in —— did not vio- 
late it.

Weaker Rail Systems Should 
be Eliminated 


Approval of Stockholders 
is Another Matter

PHILADELPHIA, June 28.— 
Railroad consolidations should be 
mcouraged to eliminate unneces- 
ary corporations, | to 
Samuel Rea, president of the Pen

tion plan for uniting the railroads 
of the United States into twenty- 
one systems. 

Mr. Rea sald it there any

road companies to eliminate un- 
necessary existing railroad corpor- 
ations, and to do it free from the 
restrictions of the antitrust laws 
or other restrictive legislation, Fed- 
eral or State, then a new consoli- 


dation act should be passed, which 


| would 4 railroad consolida- 
tion under terms approved by the 
Interstate Commerce Commission. 

A note of warning was sounded 
by Mr. Rea, in his statement, which 
supplemented his remarks made 
at a hearing last month in Wash- 
_ington, when he asked: “How can 
a strong road, without any guar- 
antes from the government, get 
the consent of its bond and stock 
holders to consolidate with weak 
roads or to give up, voluntarily, 
and at its own risk, part of its 
present property, traffic or earn- 


ings to a weak road to mike it 
strong?” 
He then asked if the public 


would be willing to pay the neces- 
sary freight and passenger rates to 
sustain the weak road. He said, 
“If the weak road should be aband- 
oned in whole or in part, or its 
capitalization reduced because of 
poor earnings, why not do so before 
Consolidation?“ 


URGES REDUCTIONS 

Mr. Rea said he would alm te 
reduce the 1600 or more separate 
| railroad operating and lessor cor- 
porations that form an essential 
part of the r transporta- 
tion system of the United States 
into the 186 Class 1 railroad com-

Merritt Declares Sun-Maid 3 Are Brighter; 


Tulare Lake W heat; 


Bank for Exposition 


Prospects for the movement of 


the unsold Sun-Maid raisins before 


the new crop is marketed are en- 
tirely satisfactory, is the assertion 
made by Ralph P. Merritt, manag- 
ing director of the Sun-Maid 
Raisin Growers of Fresno, in a 
statement of financial conditions 
addressed to the First National 
Bank of Los Angeles and the Mer- 
cantile Trust Company of Califor- 
nia, underwriters of the Sun-Maid 
secured acceptance 
credit. 


Mr. Merritt has recently re- 


turned from an eastern trip, dur- 


ing which he conferred with di- 
Vision sales managers from all 
parts of the country at Chicago 
and New York. The result of these 
conferences, as ressed in the 
foregoing remark, construed as 
optimistic to the financial future 
of the growers and their associa- 
tion, especially as the coming 
crop is expected to attain large 
proportions. The presence of a 
eavy unsold surplus has deen 
feared by the raisin men as a pos- 
sible preventive to the success of 
their plans for reorganizing the 
California raisin industry. 

Progress is also reported in the 
matter of arranging sound means 
for preharvest credit.

Workers Meet 
in Convention 


Twenty-five women, representing 
nine States, are in attendance at 
the Twelfth Institute for Tubercu- 
lsois Workers, which opened 
Wednesday morning at the Un- 
versity of California, Southern 
Branch. The institute is under 
the direction of Philip P. Jacobs, 
Ph.D., publicity director of the 


National Tuberculosis Association. 


This is the first session of this 
course to be given outside of New 
York City. Heretofore, sessions 
have been under the auspices of 
the New York School of Social 
Work. The first session was con- 
ducted by Dr. Jacobs in 1916. 
Since that time nearly 250 men 
and women have taken this course. 

The institute for the training of 
tuberculosis workers is essentially 
a course in methods and progress 
of tuberculosis work. From June 
27 to July 7 will be devoted to the 
study of methods, taking up such 
topics as exhibits, newspaper pub- 
licity, modern health crusade, the 
use of the printed word, nursing 
methods, clinic methods, organiza- 
tion methods, etc. From July 7 
to 12 will be devoted to the discus-. 
sion of programs, inctuding local, 
State and national programs, and 
the relation of these to one an- 
other and to other community ac- 
tivities. The institute proper will 
close on the afternoon of July 12 
and will be followed by three ses- 
sions devoted to the modern health 
crusade and the health training of 
school children. 

The States represented at the in- 
stitute are California, Colorado, 
Idaho, IJillinois, Minnesota, Mis- 
souri, Oregon, Texas and Wash- 
ington.

O KINDS OF CAPITAL 
“Governmental control does not cre- 
ate economic capital,” observes the Satur- 


day Evening Post editorially, “but it does 


make political capital.” Seldom has the 
case for and against governmental inter 
ference in industry been so clearly and 
concisely stated. It enriches the politi- 
clans and impoverishes the people 

Governmental control is purely political 
control; and politics resolves itself into a 
popularity contest. The problems of in- 
dustry are economic problems. They have 
to do with the production, distribution and 
consumption of the necessities, the luxu- 
ries and the near-necessities of life. Gov- 
ernmental control means control by polit 
ical commissions; and the greater the num- 
ber and activities of the commissions the 
greater the patronage. 

To secure and maintain political power 
parties and men must be popular; they 
must be able to stir the imagination of the 
masses; to inspire them with the idea that 
they are going to get some personal bene- 
fit out of some new governmental device. 
The politicians who achieve the greatest 
temporary successes are those who are 
able, by deft and unscrupulous sophistry, 
to persuade the masses that the wages of 
the producers are going to be increased 
end the selling price of the article to the 
consumer lowered. 

Every person listening to such argument 
knows that one cannot at the same time 
close a door and pull it open; yet they 
fail to see that this is just what the dema- 
gogues are proposing to do in industry. 

Prices are regulated by two controlling 
factors, quantity and the cost of produc- 
tion. Whenever there is a surplus, irre- 
spective of production costs, prices fall; 
for it is patent that some one is not going 
to be able to sell at any price. But, when 
there is underproduction, whenever the de- 
mand is greater than the supply, prices are 
gaing to soar, irrespective of production 
costs. 

But the cost of production cannot be 
wholly ignored. No merchant can continue 
to sell his goods for iess than the purchase 
price. No manufacturer can long pay to 
his employees more for making an article 
than it will sell for in the world’s markets. 


long time for less than a living wage. 
All must adjust themselves. 
There an economic law of supply and 
that deals wholly with economics 
and not at all with popularity: and when- 
ver is governmental interference 
economic machine begins to rattle and 
runs badly. 
America’s experience with operating the 
roads during the war and for a year 
afterward was but a duplication of what 


minimums for the selling price of necessi- 
ties. The experience of all the nations 
was that political interference made mat- 
ters worse; that, in place of stabilizing 
prices and production, it retarded the op- 
eration of the economic laws and resulted 
in enormous waste. 

Los Angeles is not exempt from the evil 
effects of political operation of industrial 
projects. Any well-conducied private com- 
pany would pay a substantial dividend ev- 
ery year from the funds that are wasted 
by the Bureau of Municipal Light and Pow- 
er. Those in charge of the bureau seem 
to be more concerned about political pow- 
er than hydroelectric power. 

Yet the demand among the masses for 
governmental control continues. America 
is about cured; but the malady has just 
broken loose in Spain. In order to pre- 
vent a popular uprising the Spanish gov- 
ernment has established a system of Fed- 
eral control for the selling price of neces 
sities. The financial department ‘of the 
governnmient has sounded a warning that 
the project is doomed in advance to fail, 
that Spain is not likely to succeed where 
every other country has registered a fail- 
ure. Yet the popular pressure was so great 
that the government has consented to 
make the adventure. 

And the tragedy of it is that those who 
are now suffering in Spain from the dis- 
organized condition of European industry 
will suffer still greater privations from the 
interior dislocation that will be caused by 
governmental interference. Yet they have 
listened to the demagogues and the gov- 
ernment is unable to protect them from 
the conséquences of their own folly. 


RABS CAUSE COMPLICATIONS 

Nothing achieved from the slaughter 
and sacrifice of the World War caysed 
more general satisfaction than the redemp- 
tion of the Holy Land, that spot sacred to 
Jew and Gentile, hallowed in the religious 
history of the world wherever the Biblé is 
read or the name of Jehovah or Christ is 
held in reverent memory. When Gen. Al- 
lenby entered the ancient city of Jerusa- 
lem his victory was hailed as an event of 
epochal significance. 

No Christian nation objected to the Brit- 
ish mandate over Palestine. All approved 
the expressed intention of that government 
to restore to Zion its ancient heritage. Be- 
yond a doubt Britain has labored honor- 
ably to fulfill those great expectations. 

But events of the last year show that 
the restoration of the Holy Land has not 
been plain sailing. Palestine has suffered 
from the intrigue and confusion that have 
prevailed in the Near East since the sign- 
ing of the Treaty of Versailles. It is even 
doubtful whether Great Britain, backed by 
Christian and Jewish sentiment, can carry 
out its program as originally laid down. 

The invalidating of the recent election 
in Palestine and the investing of the Gov- 
ernor with absolute authority prove how 
serious is the situation in the Holy Land. 
The killing of five British guardsmen by 
Arabs, while acting as escorts to the Gov- 
ernor, Sir Herbert Samuel, was the climax 
to a smoldering resentment against the 
ignoring of Arab claims—and it has start- 
ed a serious race war that threatens the 
continued progress of Palestine’s develop- 
ment. 

The British retaliated for this outrage 
by burning the Arab village near which 
the official party was ambuscaded—an om- 
mous deed—trecalling what happened in 
Ireland under the “reprisal” regime. In 
fact, the already disaffected Arab popula- 
tion has accepted this act as a breaking 
up of peaceful settlements. 

The Arabs have bitterly resented the 
Jewish asecendency in Palestine—especial- 
ly as they gave the Allies undivided alle- 
giance in the fight to rid the Holy Land of 
Turkish control. They are strongly op- 
posed to the Governor, Sir Herbert Sam- 
uel, and refuse to participate in a form of 


government which, they allege, will pro- 
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mote the interests of the Jews at the ex- 
pense of the Arabs. 

So affairs in the Holy Land have reached 
a crisis. British authorities cannot afford 
to press the resistance of the Moslem 
Arabs to the point of a general insurrec- 
tion. This would jeopardize the whole 
Near Bast; indeed, the storm might spread 
to India. -Some concession must be made 
to Arab sentiment. How to do this, with- 
out surrendering the policy through which 
a new progressive Zion is being restored 
in the ancient kingdom of David and Solo- 
mon, is another of those! dilemmas facing 
the modern crusaders king readjust- 
ments in the cradle of the race. 


A REPENTANT ATHEIST 

A repentant atheist, prostrate at the 
cross, is the unique spectacle presented by 
Giovanni Papini, Italy's erratic and spec- 
tacular genius, in his latest work, “The 
Life of Christ.” Thig book, which has re- 
cently been translated into English, is 
hailed equaily by churchmen and literary 
critics as a profound piece of literature. 
The agony of self-revulsion revealed in this 
work and the scintillating style of the writ- 
er make it a peculiarly fascinating book 
to even the most irreligious. And to those 
who dave faith in religion, the story of 
Papini’s conversion and the proofs he of- 
fers of the divinity of Christ form an im- 
portant contribution to the field of hagiol- 
ogy. 

To the average person a point of special 
interest is that Papini’s acceptance of re- 
ligion verifies an old tradition that fre- 
quently those who vilify Christ and his 
teachings most virulently later become His 
staunchest defenders. Many are the self- 
asserted atheists who have turned aside 


from the vehement assertion of their dis- 


belief to be humble followers of the Chris- 
tian faith. A classic example of this is 
Oscar Wilde, who had always professed 
himself an unbeliever, but during the time 
of his imprisonment and fiercest soul-ag- 
ony, he sought solace in religion and paid 
it a beautiful tribute by writieg “De Pro- 
fundis.” 

The emotional Italian’s tribute is more 
intense and spectacular, and the fierce in- 
vectives with which he castigates himself 
for his previous denial of the precepts of 
the Christian faith are almost soul-shrivel- 
ing. “The Apache of culture, the thug of 
philosophy, the blackguard of journalists 
and the Barabbas of art” are a few of the 
names he applies to himself. But the chief 
merit of the book is his clear exposition 
of his reasons for accepting religion and 
the proofs he offers of its truth.

TEST PLANS 


Truth Impelling Serum to be Tried on Five Prisoners 
in Los Angeles County Jail Tomorrow 


“The truth shall make you free!” 

Bearing this biblical tnjunction in mind, five prisoners in the 
County Jail will submit themselves tomorrow to injections of 
ecopolamin, the drug accredited with the power of eliciting the truth 


from those under its influence. 


The tests were to have been 
made yesterday, but Dr. R E. 
House of Ferris, Tex, who discov- 
ered the truth-compelling powers 
of scopolamin, remain in San 
Francisco for the day to continue 
his experiments there. He is 
„scheduled to arrive here this 
evening and the tests will be con- 
ducted Saturday. 

The prisoners who have an- 
nounced their willingness to have 
their conscious minds anesthetized 
are Carl Dillard, accused of a 
Statutory offense; Robert Lee, ne- 
gro, held en a similar charge: 
Guadalupe Ramirez, accused of as 
sault with intent to kill: H. J. 
Grahle, former policeman, con- 
victed of having received stolen 
property, and Robert Bost, ac- 
cused of forgery. The five main- 
tain that they are innocent and 
to vindicate themselves. 

polamin is a narcotic alkaloid 
allied to strychnine, and has the 
effect of putting to sleep the cere- 
oral part of the brain. It numbs 


od the sensory celle without impair- 


ing the powers of speech or hear- 
ing. According to Dr. House, who 


has experimented widely with the 
drug. the unconscious mind, in- 
cluding the memory, is not anes- 
thetized. Thus, when the person 
under the influence of scopolamin 
is questioned, he replies trutn- 
fully, since it is impossible to lie 
with the inventive portion of the 
brain paralyzed. The higher nerve 
centers do not function, but the 
lower are not affected. 

The scientifie and medical 
fessiohs are at odds on the ef- 
ficacy of scopolamin as a truth 
producer, and the tests to be made 
here are expected to be witnessed 
by several prominent local psy- 
chologists and doctors. More than 
500 experiments were made in 
Texas; and Dr. House yesterday 
concluded a series of tests made in 
San Francisco and San Quentin. 

The drug is not a new one. It 
has been in use for a number of 
years, first achieving prominence 
in Germany, where it was used to 
produce “twilight sleep. Its pro- 
pensities for inducing truth were 
distovered by Dr. House, who an- 
nounced his discovery at the con- 
vention of the American Medical
